Cmtanian Plains 
This fertile granary’, which crowds 
with daring insolence against the 
volcanic foothills of grumbling Etna, 
about halfway along the eastern 
coast of the island, lies athwart the 
route which the Allied forces on the 
east wing are pursuing northwards 
towards tile strategic port of Mes­ 
sina 
The Axis well may make its 
first big show of resistance here 
The Catanian plain affords the best 
field for the operation of mechanized 
forces in this generally mountainous 
island, and tank divisions presum­ 
ably will be used in strength by both 
Allies and Axis. 
The port of Catania on the edge 
of the plain is Sicily’s second larg­ 
est city, with a population of a quar­ 
ter million. In its some 2.700 years 
of adventure it has been the center 
of many wars. It has been destroy­ 
ed, and has risen again from its own 
ruins, so often that it s hard to keep 
count—not to mention the assaults 
from erupting Etna and earthquakes 
Despite its varied experience of 
hard knocks, however, Catania prob 
ably never was hit harder than it 
will be if it tries to resist the march 
of General Montgomery, with his 
famous British Eighth army and 
hard-boiled Canadians. Perhaps the 
already bomb-battered city will re­ 
main passive while the the decision 
it sought on the neighboring plain. 
Aug as U s Harbor Important 
Catania is 59 miles by rail south 
of Messina, the all-important port 
which is the island’s railhead for 
the mainland’s railroads. Trains are 
ferried across the narrow strait of 
Messina, thus maintaining a vital 
communication. 
Isolation of Sicily from the Italian 
peninsula demands that Messina be 
captured at the earliest possible mo­ 
ment. This will leave the Axis forces 
on the island cut off from supplies 
and reinforcements, save for the 
few which might be moved by air. 
Allied progress northward should 
be helped vastly by yesterday’s cap­ 
ture of the great seaport of Augusta 
which lies between Syracuse and 
Catania. Augusta’s harbor is one of 
the best in the Mediterranean and 
is a godsend to the Allies, who have 
needed more deep-water harborage 
for Ute unloading of the expedition 
ary forces and equipment from the 
vast armada of expeditionary shifts 
Defenders Smothered 
Another important development is 
the capture of Floridia, Palazzolo 
and Ragusa. These places lie across 
the tip of the southeastern peninsula 
astride which the Allied forces are 
forging forward. 
The significance 
of these captures Is that they are 
communications centers. Ragusa is 
a strategic point for both railway 
and highways. 
If you will look at 
your maps you will see what this 
involves. 
It means that the American and 
other Allied troops on the west arm 
of the peninsula, and Montgomery's 
forces on the eastern coast, are in 
process of establishing communica­ 
tions across the tip of the peninsula 
for fast movement of men, equip­ 
ment and supplies. 
The brilliant 
stroke also divides enemy conting- 
ents in that area. 
Air power continues to play Its 
major part magnificently. Axis com­ 
munications are being neutralized 
and the defending airfleet is being 
smothered.

MARTINIQUE IS 
FINALLY WITH 
ALLIED CAUSE

Washington, July 14 (AF)—M arti­ 
nique. for many months the only 
French non-Axls-occvipled territory 
to hold out against cooperating In 
the fight to liberate France, returned 
to the fold today and placed its 
ships and resources at the disposal 
of the United Nations.

However, Mr. House decided to 
throw his lot with the place of his 
birth, and during all of his 83 years, 
barring accidents, he has never 
had a serioas illness. 
And a more 
self-sufficient individual it would be 
difficult to meet. 
There isn’t any­ 
thing, negative in his makeup. 
All 
problems arising in foe daily rou­ 
tine of living are met in their stride, 
and the declaration "can’t be done" 
is foreign to Mr. House’s vocabulary. 
During his long career he has been 
In foe main a salesman, nursery­ 
man. farmer, and carrier of foe 
mail for Uncle Sam; and. incident­ 
ally, 
a 
carpenter, 
blacksmith, 
plumber, 
electrician, 
painter, 
et 
cetera. Yes; at odd moments, with 
a little persuasion, he will even cut 
your hair. 
Collector Of Gadgets 
The gentler arts, too, have be­ 
guiled him from time to time. The 
story goes that in his younger days, 
although having no ear for music, 
he nevertheless, following his bent 
for diversification, helped organize 
and played in the Bendersville Brass 
Band; and, while he contributed 
much to foe dignity of th at famous 
organization, it was generally un­ 
derstood that he didn’t know one 
note from another, and, upon one 
occasion, when foe band was giving 
an open air concert, he was ap­ 
prehended playing an entire selec­ 


tion with hts music upside down. 
For many years Mr. House has 
been acquiring and collecting m a­ 
chinery and tools for use in his 
numerous and varied activities, and 
a visit to hLs shop is an education 
in itself. 
There Is nothing in foe 
mechanical line, if asked for, that 
can’t be produced, but when, is foe 
problem. 
Like the old lawyer who 
kept all of his papers in a barrel 
because, as he said, he at least 
knew where they were even though 
he couldn’t Instantly lay his hands 
on them. Mr. House has a thousand 
and one gadgets in his shop. but to 
find any one of them the same day 
would require the services of a 
clairvoyant. 
Wheels, belts, pulleys, 
and levers are everywhere. 
With 
a few turns of thLs intricate and 
complicated 
machinery 
a 
rough 
piece of timber is by some almost 
nta$c process converted into a 
handsome and useful household fix­ 
ture, while at foe other end of foe 
shop the same mechanical con­ 
trivance will no doubt be churning 
a freezer of delicious ice cream or 
other frozen delicacy. 
As an example of Mr. House’s in­ 
str craftsmanship, he not only de­ 
signed and built a very ornate and 
cleverly constructed playhouse for 
his little granddaughter, but also 
manufactured a full complement of 
miniature 
furnishings — kitchen, 
dining, living and bedroom suites, 
all in excellent taste and beauti­ 
fully finished. 
"Charmed Life”

iosity and admiration of Mr. House’s 
friends 
and 
associates 
is

On no less than a half dozen dif­ 
ferent occasions he has flirted with 
the grim reaper in a really serious 
fashion. 
When

young man one of his horses, a 
large stallion, literally tore him to 
pieces. Only the skill and daring of 
the late Doctor Stover saved hts 
life 
Thus began a series of acci­ 
dents. recovery from which has been 
nothing, short of miraculous. 
His 
most 
recent 
adventure 
into 
the 
realm of fate had to do with a 
rather spectacular bare-back riding 
act. 
As told to the writer, Mr. House 


was trying to persuade one of his 
500 pound hogs, by the gentle art 
of pushing from behind, to walk up 
a ramp into a truck.

what confused porker didn’t take 
kindly to said pushing and shoving, 
and, 
abruptly 
turning 
around, 
ran head-on between Mr. House’s 
legs, 
To properly portray

away they went, up hill and down 
dale.
